Germany and her Navy. 


The German Press, a message from 
Amsterdam iniorms us, is wildly delighted 
over the latest “victory” in the North 
Sea. Trivial and ridiculous as the inci- 
dent is, nevertheless it is interesting as a 
symptom of the German people's need for 
reassurance on the naval situation. A 
few days ago the Berliner Tagebdlatt, always 
the most outspoken of the German news- 
pepers, published a remarkable article, in 
the course of which it said that. unless 
Germany's sea-power has been absurdly 
over-rated, “Germany's sea-dogs cannot 
content themselves much longer with 
merely showing their teeth.” It ad- 
mitted that the British Navy is not a 
power to be scoffed at, but, “ all the same, 
for our Fleet to remain much longer 
hidden away in the canal will soon make 
it look ridiculous. I¢ is beteer to dare 
and die than skulk in safety.” The fact 
that the publication of an article of this 
character was permitted bears witness to 
the unrest of German public opinion. 
This unrest will doubtless. be appeased, 
temporarily and to a certain extent, by 
what the Koclnische Volkseritung lyrically 
describes as the “adroit manceuvring and 
daring enterprise” of the destroyer flotilla 
which “advanced “ to the Dogger Bank on 
Thursday night. Only to an imperative 
necessity of appeasing this unrest can we 
attribute the German Admiralty's extra- 
ordinary statement on this affair The 
German Admiralty ha: consistently been 
economical of the truth. and has not 
scrupled to lie boldly when circumstances 
arose in which it could invest ite lies 
with a certain plausibility. But we do 
not remember that it has ever before issued 
a statement so patently fantastic as this, 
which turns British minesweepers into 
“cruisers, and declares unblushingly 
that these “cruisers” at once fled, with

The average German's ignorance 
f the elements of sea-power is sufficiently 
abysmal to enable the Admiralty to 
Ise such a statement with every con- 
fidence in its p@blic’s credulity.

of the neutral world which Germany is 
meking by every other means to impress ;

General Sarrail a move across the Vardar 
Is very welcome. It shows that the Allies 
feel quite confident regarding their posi- 
tion at Salonika, and are now in a condi 
tion to take the initiative. No details 
are given regarding the number of troops 
taking part in the operation, which may, 
of course, be merely a reconnaissance in 
force. But the fect that Verria, one of 
the places occupied, is some twenty-five 
miles west of the river, and is an im 
portant station on the railway to Monae 
tir, suggests that the occupation is in- 
tended to be permanent, and to guard the 
left flank of the Allies in case the enemy 
should cross the Greek frontier in this 
neighbourhood. Yenitsa or Yenidje, the 
othar place mentioned, is about twenty 
miles northeast of Verria, and is 
situated on the main road from Sselonika 
to Monastir. 

The advance will have a three fold 
effect. It will encourage the troops tak- 
ing part in it, who by this tame are pro 
bably growing rather stale from being 
cooped up within the Salonika lines : 
wil] show the Greek Government that the 
Allies are not mere prisoners, as the Ger- 
mans have suggested, but have full free- 
dom of action It will probably compel 
the Central Powers to alter their disposi- 
tions, and perhaps to bring back to Mace- 
donia some of the troops now menacing the 
Rumanian border Otherwise they may 
wake up one day to find that ther lines 
of communicstion through Macedonia are 
seriously threatened.
